ANGORAS IN THE OZARKS. 


Goat Boom Kruprnrd !• Kla- 


•o«H— Fine Vrafaoc and Good Milk. 
Within the last two years iht- num- 


ber of Angora goats in Missouri has 
doubled, and a company of St. Louis 
capitalists has Just reopened the An- 
gora goat boom by the purchase of 
50,000, which it is placing on an 8,000 
acre ranch near the town of Cuba, 
says the New York Tribune, which is 
authority for the following: Soon the 
traveler through the Ozark region may 
expect to find thousands of the»e an- 
imals clambering over the rocky hill- 
sides and disporting themselves in the 
wide sweeps of valleys that lie be- 
tween the ranges. There are at pres- 
ent 20.000 Angora goats in the state, 
and most of these are found in the 
Ozark region. A great deal of this hilly 
land is unfit for the pasturing of cat- 
tle, and it makes a fine field for the 
Angora. This animal takes a delight 
In living ou shrubbery and under- 
growth such as the ordinary steer 
would sniff over in disdain. In this 
way the goat not only Jives upon veg- 
etation that other stock pass over, but 
he acts as a forerunner of the azrnan, 
clearing the forest and increasing the 
price of land in Missouri. 


Some of the Herd*. 


Most of the goats in Missouri are at 


present on ranches in Pulaski, Taney, 
Stone. Ozark and Greene counties, with 
the high hills for their habitat and 
broad acres of timber land for their 
browsing. Here they thrive and multi- 
ply, 
making money for the men who 


own them. 
In Greene county, near 


Springfield, is a herd of 1,800 Angoras 
belonging to George A. Ramsey and F. 
D, Oughterbaugh. In Taney county F. 
H. Gross owns 500. The St. Ixniis Goat 
company has purchased about 50,000 
goats, its buyer still being in Mexico, 
and these are to be located in Cuba. 
A number of farmers own small herds, 
while there are several other ranches 
equally as large as the one near Spring- 
field.

In the goat industry. 
The climate of 


Missouri is similar to that of Turkey, 
from whence came the original Angora. 
The rolling country and steep bluffs af- 
ford him a reminder of his native 
heath, and that Is why the animals do 
so well in the Ozark country. It Is like 
home to them. Goat breeders and rais- 
ers have found one principal objection 
to goat raising in the United States— 
that the animals take cold so easily and 
die so rapidly when a disease strikes 
the herd. With the growth of the An- 
gora gont industry in Missouri there 
have been few fatalities among the 
goat kind, and the climate seems to 
agree with them entirely. 


Flesh and Fluid. 


Angoras can be purchased nt the av 


erage rate of $4 apiece. The flesh of. 
the Angora is esteemed as food. It 
sells readily nt beef and pork prices. 
The flesh of the Angora tustos like ven- 
ison and is even superior to mutton. It 
lt» sold both In St. Louis and Kansas 
City, and a slaughter house for goats 
la noon to be established in Kansas 
City. There is also a good market for 
goats' milk, the supply being inade- 
quate in St. Louis, where a goat dairy 
luts gained a reputation nmong mothers 
as furnishing stimulating food 
for 


themselves and their babies. A goats' 
milk dairy also exists In Kansas City. 


FILLING THE ICEHOUSE.

All commercial fertilizer,-? seem to be 


lumped together in the minds of many 
farmcm, with a general tendency to 
buy that which is the cheapest per ton. 
That IH like a sick man going to a drug- 
store and asking for a quart of its 
cheapest medicine. Another peculiar- 
ity is the classing of the mixed and un- 
uilxrd fertilizers as one. A good "com- 
plete" mixed fertilizer contains every- 
thing which any plnnt needs. If known 
to he good, It umy be applied with ccr- 
tulnty that it will make things grow, 
but not with the certainty that profit 
nil! result, for the reason that tno 
ground fertilized may not be In need 
of more than one clement of tho mix- 
turfr. In that ease tho money expend- 
ed for thtf cJSjjtjr clenjcnts is \riste'd,~

HORSE BREEDING. 


A Few Good Colt* Eferj- Year Will 


I'roflt the Avtrugc Farmer. 


In putting the question, "Does horse 


breeding pjyV" we have in view not 
the specialist who devotes himself ex 
clusively to the work, but rather what 
is called the "average farmer," and the 
reply to it must be that there never hns 
been a time when the growing of good 
horses of the utility kind did not pay. 
Seven or eight years ago :i variety or 
causes! contributed to knock the bottom 
out of the horse industry, and, in the 
opinion of many wiseacres then, "all the 
doctors in tlie land could never make 
Humpty Ptirupty stand" again. But, 
as we said then and as tho result has 
proved since, the men who kept right 
aloug breeding a fow good mares each 
year found that by the time the coita 
hud reached marketable age they weie 
as good property as ono could well have. 
FurmrrtT Special Advanlusrew for It. 


The farmer's situation is especially 


favorable to growing a fow good colts. 
Lie is obliged to keep horses to do his 
work, jind they may jnst as well be 
marcs ns not. If ho takes tho trouble 
to get rid of the poor maro.s and giadu- 
nlly makes thobe he keeps better and 
still better, as opportunity offers, to 
the extent of his owu need lo keep 
horses, he can r;iit,o two, three or four 
colts every j*enr with very little extra 
expense nud on feed that will .scarcely 
be missed. The colts must have care, 
of course, but to the man who really 
likes horses this is a pleasure rather 
than a labor. 


The Uljilit Kind ot Jlor*c». 


Horses raised by the farmer must be 


of the right kind. They must be draft 
horses or good roadsters or carriage 
horses or, in shoit, must bo bred for 
fiome disiinct purpose that the worka- 
day woi Id wants to accomplish. 
In 


passing, we might say that the farmer 
otifjlit not to attempt to raise horses for 
'Spued. This is tlie rook on which many 
a fanner, especially a young farmer, 
splits.— Iowa Homestead. 


Soft Corn. 


In our snrtion thore Is more soft corn 


than has been known for years. Not 
that it. wits cut by early frost, but poor 
goriniiifidiin in tho bpring necessitated 
replantmg.aml then unfuvorablewoatb- 
er prevented maturing. Quite a little 
of this late corn was busked out early 
ind stored in cribs, but it heated and 
molded and made no end of trouble, 
flio best way to handle soft corn is to 
food out of the Hold until the weather 
gets quite cold. If set up nnd tiod In 
fair Hlzod shocks, U will stny perfectly 
good nnd sweet, and the slock will rol- 
sh It fresh out of tho husk, though the 
Htover deteriorates somewbiit standing

broken ice by swooping every layer 
with'a broom. This compact mass is 
then covennl to protect it from contact 
with the air. * It should rest on a l>ed 
of one foot of dry sawdust ur other dry 
packing. Xo drains' or other m«-ans of 
contact with air must be permitted. 
If the house- has double walls, with a 
foot of dry sawdust between, no cover- 
ing need be used on the sides of the 
ice. but this is desirable under ordi- 
nary circumstances as extra moans of 
safety. The ice is covered with two 
fc.;t of dry sawdust. The gable ends 
of the house should have slatted win- 
dows, made to shed rain and exclude 
the sun. but to admit air freely, so that 
the top covering of the ice may be kept 
dry and cool. A cupola at the top will 
still further assist ventilation. 
The 


ice must be taken from the top. and as 
a block is taken out for use the cover- 
ing must be replaced. 


Ite»olt of Proper PncUlnsr. 


Under these arrangements the ice 


will freeze together as the blocks lie in 
contact and form one single mass. 
Each block thus keeps the next one 
cold. 
This happens by reason of a 


process of regulation, which means 
"freezing again." It is a property of 
Ice that if two pieces are brought into 
close contact they will freeze together. 
This is how icebergs are formed, by 
masses of ice coming into contact and 
uniting by this curious property; hence 
it is well to sweep the small dust made 
in the handling of the blocks in the 
house into cracks between 'the blocks, 
and sometimes water is poured over 
each layer ot" the ice to make the mass 
still more compact. 
For this reason 


also the blocks should be carefully 
marked out on the ice and cut to ac- 
curate measure. 


Be»t Time to Cat and Fnck Ice. 
It Is desirable to cut and pack the ice 


in the coldest weather, for then ice is 
the most solid and bard. To put up 
ice in warm or rainy weather is to be 
avoided, and it is well fo open the house 
a few days before the ice is packed to 
cool it and dry it thoroughly. 


RalVbit Trap*. 


While many are out gunning for rab- 


bits, some of the boys may want tc 
catch thorn alive. Two diagrams from 
au exchange are given showing traps 
that are Just as good now for all prac- 
tical purposes as if they were not of a 
very old fashion. 


One shows tlie ordinary box trap, 


with a lid attached to a string which is

passed over the tail end of tlie box and 
is tied to a trigger, on which is fastened 
the bait. The rabbit goes Into the bov, 
fooi.s with the bait, and tho box docs 
tho rest A shows the manner in which 
tho trigger is constcuctcd nnd B the 
box set for the rabbit. 


The figure 4 trigger shown may be 


set under one odgo of n box anil the 
rabbits caught nlivo. The box is sot 
with one odgc on the trigger at C, tho 
bait on the trigger nt D. At E is ji 
notch in the upright in 'which the bait 
etiok rests. Tln» trigger must be cnre- 
fnlly made, so thnt it will trip easily. 
Tim box trap may also bo sot in the 
same manner by placing the figure 4 
trigger at one side of the box under the 
fall door.

A NEW HOG TROUGH. 


ft* Inrrntor Claim* That There la 


\oi!i!n~ to E(1«*I It. 


.After suir.-r;ng lo the- full all the 


woes that beset tlifc hog man who uses 
cr/ea troughs Mr. J. C. Norton of Kan- 
sas has invented a trough which, he 
says, has proved the joy of his life. 
and be tells in the Kansas Farmer how 
to make it. A few salient points from 
the minute working instructions given 
are hc-rfc reproduced, together with a 
diagram, and it is hoped that these will 
elucidate Mr. Norton's plan sufficiently 
for any reader Who so desires to carry 
It out successfully. In the drawing of 
the end of the trough 1 represents the 
sills 2 the end of trough. 3 the space 
baween the partition boards. 4 the 
crosspleces at the top of the partition 
studding to sustain the top board that

you wnlk out on. 5 the side braces that 
keep the hogs from turning sidewiso 
and getting their front feet in the 
trough; 6 and 7 are the top and bottom 
boards that brace the side braces; the 
hogs will get their feet over 7, but nev- 
er io the trough; 8 is the storm doors, 
connected by rope to pulleys at 9. 


A FCTP "Working Notes. 


For sills eleven strips 1 by 4 or 2 by 4. 


six feet long, or, better still, eight feet 
long, are set up parallel about nineteen 
inches -apart. Two planks 2 inches 
thick, 12 inches wide and 30 feet long 
are spiked down to these sills, placing 
the plank crosswise of the sills n'ml side 
by side near the center of the si!'0, thus 
forming the bottom of a double trough. 
Around these planks nail a 1 by 4 strip 
to form the edges of the trough, and on 
each side of these planks lay down 
boards and nail them to ttio sills, and 
we have the bottom of a trough nnd the 
board floor at each side of it that the 
hogs are to stand their front feet on 
while drinking. 


There are four inches of space be- 


tween the partition boards in the cen- 
ter of the trough. 


There are eleven of the side braces 


on each side. Their top ends are bev- 
eled to hold the second story trough or 
hopper, and they keep the hogs out 
of the trough. At the top of the brnces 
nail a board nine inches wide on each 
side of the trough. This loaves a space 
of twelve inches to put a twelve inch 
board in that is to be hung at the top 
edge with hinges, 
and these' two 


hinged boards and a twelve inch board 
on top of. the second story or hopper 
of tho trough will exclude any storm; 
also the hogs when not wanted at tlie 
trough. 


How the Trough Is Used, 


The board on top is used as a cover 


and also to wnlk out on and has a 
trapdoor in the center S inches wide 
by 20 inches long whore the slop is 
thrown down. The whole board is on 
hinges. Set the trough perfectly level 
with one end up within four feet of the 
fence and connect an outside stile with 
the top of tho trough by a stout plank 
and carry the slop out on top and turn 
it down in the center of the trough. 
There will be twenty stalls nineteen 
inches wide for the hogs to drink out 
of, and they will accommodate twenty 
of the very largest hogs. 


A lady in a silk dress can slop the 


most vicious hogs without getting a 
particle soiled, and not a pinch of feed 
is wasted nnd no filth can possibly get 
into the trough. 


What Mr. TCorton Thinks of It. 
Those troughs will last ten to twenty 


years nnd will save enough feed in one 
year to pay for themselves, and they 
nre n genuine treasure to hnve. 


Skids cnn bo put under the troughs 


to move them nronnd with, nnd shorter 
troughs cnn be randc for smaller num- 
bers of liogs. Forty young pigs can 
easily use one trough. 


As a. sanitary measure thoro is noth- 


ing to equal It Tho hinged top nnd 
sklo boards need be used only in winter 
tiiuo, as storm water cnn bo drawn 
off through a hole bored in the bot- 
tom of the trough in which a plug is in- 
serted. 


Build one trough and uso it awhile, 


and then you will bo prepared to build 
some more. . »- —

Late Seed Potatoes In Cold Storage. 


One Important factor when raising 


In'c potatoes is to store the seed whore 
they will not sprout and exhaust their 
strength. Early in the winter the po- 
tntocs wanted for lute planting the fol- 
lowing season should bo packed in new 
flour barrels and headed, then removed 
to cold storage and kept there until 
planting time. The soed potatoes will 
coiue out of the cold storage Just as 
fresh and nice In ap]>oarunce as when 
they were taken from the soil.

The Ben Davis is bringing only 
from 50 to 73 per cent as much ou the 
market as the choicer kinds, and this 
lends trade journals to think tho Ben 
Davis hns been greatly overplanted nnd 
that its days ot' profitnblc bearing are 
over. They do not stop to consider that 
tho Ben Davis can be produced for cnc- 
hnlf as much ns any of the ordinalj 
fancy apples nnd that, notwithstanding 
its poor quality, it docs actually outsell 
any other one varict3* taken through 
the entire season. It keeps well, ships 
well and looks well, and the tree thrives 
better than any other and produces a 
full crop more yoars of its lifetime 
than any other." — Denver Field aud 
Farm.

ANGORAS tN THE OZARKS. 


The Goat Bourn Jlcop^nrd In Kl»~ 


•o»rl—Fljir \Val»ou c»d Good Milk, 
Within the last two years the num- 


ber of Angora goats in Missouri has 
doubled, and a company of St. Louis 
capitalists Las JUST reopened the An- 
gora goat boom by the purchase of 
50.000, which it ifi placing on an S.OOO 
acre ranch uc-ar the town of Cuba. 
»ays the Xew York Tribune, which is 
authority for the following: Soon the 
traveler through the Ozark region may 
expect to find thousands of tlu-se an- 
imals clambering over the rocky hill- 
sides and disporting themselves in the 
wide sweeps of valleys that lie be- 
tween the ranges. 
There are at pres- 


ent 20.000 Angora goats in the state, 
and most of these are found in the 
Ozark region. A great deal of this hl!ly 
land is unfit for the pasturing of cat- 
tle, and It makes a fine field for the 
Angora. This animal takes a delight 
Jn living on shrubbery and under- 
growth suf-h as the ordinary steer 
would sniff over in disdain. 
Jn this 


way the goat not only lives upon veg- 
etation that other stock pas-s over, but 
he acts as a forerunner of the axinan, 
clearing the forest and increasing the 
price of land In Missouri. 


Some of tlie Herd*. 


Most of the goats Su Missouri are at 


present on ranches in Pulaski, Taney, 
Stone. Ozark and Greene counties, with 
the high hills for their habitat and 
broad acres of timber land for their 
browsing. Here they thrive and multi- 
ply, making money for the men who 
own theai. 
In Greene county, near 


Springfield. Is a herd of 1,800 Angoras 
belonging to George A. Rumsey and F. 
D. Oughterbaugh. In Taney county F. 
H. Gross owns 500. The St. Louis Gout 
company has purchased about 50,000 
goats, its buyer still being in Mexico, 
and these are to be located in Cuba. 
A number of. farmers own small herds, 
while there are several other ranches 
equally as large as the one near Spring- 
field. 


MUnoarl'n Climate Mke Turkey's. 
There Is a great profit to be realized 


In the goat Industry. The climate of 
Missouri is similar to that of Turkey, 
from whence came the original Angora. 
The rolling country and steep bluffs af 
ford him a reminder of his native 
heath, and that is why the animals do 
so well in the Ozark country. It is like 
home to them. Goat breeders and rais- 
ers have found one principal objection 
to goat raising in the United States 
that the animals take cold so easily and 
die so rapidly when 11 disease strikes 
the herd. With the growth of the An- 
gora goat industry in Missouri there 
have been few fatalities among the 
goat kind, and the climate seems to 
agree with them entirely. 


Klc»h nnd Flnid. 


Angorna can be purchased at the av 


ernge rate of $4 apiece. The flesh of 
the Angora Is esteemed as food. 
It 


sells readily at beef and pork prices 
Thu flesh of the Angora tastes like vcn 
ison and is even superior to mutton. It 
is sold both in St. Louis and Kansas 
City, and a slaughter house for gouts 
is soon to be established in Kansas 
City. There is also a good market for 
goats' milk, tho supply being inn.de 
<mnte In St. Louis, where a goat dalrj 
lias gained a reputation nuiong mothers: 
as furnishing stimulating food 
for 


themselves nnd their babies. A goats 
milk dulry also exists In Kansas City.

Another peculiar- 
ity IH the classing of thu mixed and un- 
inlxcil fortillzors ns one. A good "com- 
plete" mixed fertilizer contains every- 
thing which nriy plant needs. If known 
to be K<x>d, it may be applied with cer- 
tainly that it will make things grow, 
but riot with the certainty that prolit 
will result, for the reason that tho 
ground fertilized may not be in need 
of more thnn ono clement of tho mix- 
ture1. In that oiuse thu money expend- 
ed for tlio QJ3&<;r eltupents is 
Count ry Centfoirmn. 


The Cn«alnl»Ie Potatoes. 


A consldornble part of the potnto 


crop ililh yoar Is unsnlnblu nnd should 
be nt'llzcd iu feeding live stock, says 
l>(Mi\,->r Field nnd Farm. For horsos, 
sin-op »md dairy cows potntoos should 
bo Tliccd In n root cutter or chopped In 


box with a sharp spado. 
Milk cows 


may be Ted with advantage, an much n» 
twenty-five pounds of Nlk-od potatoes 
daily, but If u greater weight than this 
la fed the potatoes will have nn un- 
fa vornhle influence on the quality of 
tho butter produced. For ahoop throo

advantageous.

A. Ferr Good Colin Every Year Will 


I*ront the Average Fnrnnr. 


In putting the question, "Does horse 


breeding pay?" we have in view not 
the specialist who devotes himself ex- 
clusively to the work, but i other what 
is called the "average farmer," and the 
reply to it must bo that there never has 
boen a tirno when tho growing of good 
horses of the utility kind did not pay. 
Seven or eight years ago u variety of 
causes contributed to knock the bottom 
out of the hoi&e industry, and, in the 
opinion of manj' wiseacres then, "all the 
doctors in the land could never make 
Humpty Dumpty stand" again. But, 
as wo said then nnd as tho rosult has 
proved since, the men who kept right 
along breeding a few good mares each 
yoar found that by tho time the colts 
had reached marketable age thoy weio 
as good property as ono could well have. 
Farm*r»* Special Advantage*! for It. 


Tlio farmer's situation is especially 


favorable to growing a few KOOC! colts. 
Ho is obliged to keep horses to do bis 
work, and tlit-y may just as well be 
marcs as not. 1C bo takes tho trouble 
to got rid of tho poor marcs and giadu- 
nlly makes those ho kocps better and 
still better, as oppoituuity offers, to 
tho extent of bis own need to keep 
horses, he can raise two, throo or four 
colts ovory yoar with vory little oxtia 
expense aud on food that will scarcely 
be missed. Tho colts must have care, 
of course, but to the man who roally 
likes horses tuis is a. pleasure rather 
than a labor. 


The HI Klit Kind of 


Horses raised by tho farmer must be 


of tho right kind. Thoy must be draft 
horsos or good roadsters or cariiagp 
horses or. in short, must bo bred for 
fiorne distinct purpose that the worka- 
day woi Id wants fo accomplish. 
In 


passing, we might say that the farmer 
onglit not In altompt to raiso horses for 
S[U;tjti, This is tlio look on which many 
u farmer, especially a young farmer, 
splits.— Io\\a Homestead. 


Soft Corn.

If sot up and tiod in 
fair sized shocks, it will Ktay perfectly 
good and sweet, and tho stock will rol- 
sh It fresh out of tho husk, though ttip 
wtovor deteriorates somewhat Mantling 
out thus and tlie method looks lathor 
siovonly; but It is far preferable'to 
having musty corn, ns no animal will 
thrive on finch feod or even oat it un- 
ess starved to it,-National Stockmnn.

Tlr,;s M.v or--, icos l>etwefD 
tho blocks uiUbi bo llllcd wi;h the small 
broken ice by Mveeping every layer 
wilh a broom. This compact mass is 
then covered to protect it from contact 
with the air. It should r«-st on a bed 
of one foot of dry sawdust or other dry 
packing. No drains or othor moans of 
contact wilh air must be permitted. 
If the house has double walls, with a 
foot of dry sawdust between, no cover- 
ing need be us«-d ou tlie sides of the 
ico. but this is desirable under ordi- 
nary circumstances a& cstra menus of 
safety. The ice is covered with two 
feet of dry sawdust. The gable ends 
of the house should have slatted win- 
dows, made to shed rain and exclude 
the sun. but to admit air freely, so that 
the top covering of the ice may be kept 
dry and cool. A cupola at the top will 
still further assist ventilation. The 
ice must be taken from the top. and as 
a block is taken out for use the cover- 
ing must be replaced. 


R««nlt of Proper Pnclclnff. 


L'nder these arrangements the ice 


will freeze together as the blocks lie in 
contact and form one single mass. 
Each block thus keeps the next one 
cold. 
This happens by reason of a 


process of regulation, which moans 
"freezing again" It is a property of 
Ice that if two pieces are brought into 
close contact thoy will freeze together. 
This is how icebergs are formed, by 
masses of ice coming into contact and 
uniting by this curious property; hence 
it is well to sweep the small dust made 
in the handling of the blocks in the 
house into cracks between 'the blocks, 
and sometimes water is poured over 
oach layor of the ice to make the mass 
still more compact. 
For this reason 


also the blocks should be carefully 
marked out on the ice and cut to ac- 
curate measure. 


Bent Time to Cut and Puck Ice. 
It is desirable to cut and pack the ice 


in the coldest weather, for then ice is 
the most solid aud hard. To put up 
Ice in warm or rainy weather is to be 
avoided, and it is well {o open the house 
a few days before the ice is packed to 
cool it and dry it thoroughly. 


Rabbit Trap*. 


While many are out gunning for rab- 


bits, some of the boys may want tc 
catch them alive. Two diagrams from 
an exchange are given showing trap? 
that are just as good now for all prac- 
tical purposes as if they wore not of a 
very old fashion. 


One shows the ordinary box: trap, 


with a lid attached to a string which is

passed over the tail end of tho box and 
is tiod to a trigger, on which is fastened 
the bait. Tlie rabbit goos into the DOY, 
fools with the bait, and iho "box does 
the rest. A shows the manner in which 
tlie trigger Is constuucted aud B the 
box set for the rabbit. 


The figure 4 trigger shown may bo 


sot under one edge of a box" and the 
rabbits caught alive. The box is sot 
with one edge on tbe trigger at C, tlie 
bait on the trigger at D. At E is a 
notch in the upright, in which the bait 
stick rests. Tho trigger must be care- 
fully made, so thnt it will trip easily. 
The box trap may also bo sot in tbo 
same manner by placing the figure 4 
trigger at one side of the box under the 
fall door.

A Few "Working >'ote*. 


For sills eleven strips 1 by 4 or 2 by 4, 


sis feet long, or, better still, eight feet 
long, are set up parallel about nineteen 
inches 'apart. 
Two planks 2 inches 


thick, 12 inches wide and 30 feet long 
are spiked down to these sills, placing 
the plank ciosswise of the sills and side 
by side near the center of the sills, thus 
forming the bottom of a double trough. 
Around these planks nail a 1 by 4 strip 
to form the edges of the trough, and on 
each side of these planks lay down 
boards and nail them to the sills, aud 
we have the bottom of a trough ami the 
board floor at each side of it tliat the 
bogs are to stand their front feet on 
while drinking. 


There are four inches of space be- 


tween the partition boards in the cen- 
ter of the trough. 


There are eleven of the side braces 


on each side. Their top ends are bev- 
eled to hold the second story trough or 
hopper, and they keep the hogs out 
of the trough. At the top of the braces 
nail a board nine inches wide on each 
side of the trough. This leaves a space 
of twelve inches to put a twelve inch 
board in that is to be hung at the top 
edge with hinges, and these* two 
hinged boards and a twelve inch board 
on top of the second story or hopper 
of tue trough will exclude any storm; 
also tlie bogs when not wanted at the 
trough. 


How the Trough Is Cued. 


The board on top is used as a cover 


and al&o to walk out on and has a 
trapdoor in the center S inches wide 
by 20 inc-lies long where tlie slop is 
thrown down. The whole board is on 
hinges. Set the trough perfectly level 
with one end up within four feet of the 
fence and connect an outside stile with 
the top of the trough by a stout plank 
and carry the slop out on top and turn 
it down in the center of the trough. 
There Tvill be twenty stalls nineteen 
inches wide for the hogs to drink out 
of, and they will accommodate twenty 
of the very largest hogs. 


A lady in a silk dress can slop the 


most vicious hogs without getting a 
particle soiled, and not a pinch of feed 
Is wasted and no filth can possibly get 
into the trough. 


What Mr. Xorton Tliinfcs of It. 
These troughs will last ten to twenty 


years and will save enough feed in one 
year to pay for themselves, and they 
are a genuine treasure to have. 


Skids can be put under the troughs 


to move them around with, and shorter 
troughs can be made for smaller num- 
bers of lions. 
Forty young pigs can 


easily use one trough. 


As n sanitary measure there is noth- 


ing to equal it. The hinged top and 
sklo boards need be used only in winter 
time, as storm wator can be drawn 
off through a hole bored in the bot- 
tom of tue trough in which a plug is in- 
serted. 


Build one trough and use it awhile, 


and then you will be prepared to build 
eome more. . * ~
